London, March II.—John K. Red¬ 
mond. leader of the Irish Nationalist 
party, presided over the Irish National 
banquet last night, add In responding 
tu the toast, “Irelaud. a Nation,” said: 

"In a few short Weeks, In the absence 
of u political earthquake,*the home 
rule bill will be the law nf the lAnff; 
probably in pn.viaely the form In which 
It now stands." 

The cff«»rtH of the government to con¬ 
ciliate Hlr Edward Oafffon, the Ulster 
leader, and his friends, Mr. Redmond 
asserted, liad-met with Insult..-lie re¬ 
ferred to the failure to agreo on the 
temporary exclusion of any port of 
Ireland, und declared that It was a 
great sacrifice to make as a price of 
peace, but In making that sacrifice to 
avqbl a conflict that had made no sac¬ 
rifice of principle'. If the proposal had 
been for tbs’" permanent exclusion of 
one Inch of Irish territory they would 
unhesitatingly reject It, as the princi¬ 
ples of the bill must be maintained. 

"Hpeuklng for myself and my col¬ 
leagues. and, I believe, the Irish na¬ 
tion.” Mr. Redmond said, “these princi¬ 
ples are our last word. Beyond that one 
Inch we cannot nnd will not go. If 
force I* Interposed, that force will be 
met with force. The party of the 
democracy of this country will be all 
the stronger because Nationalist Ire¬ 
land has shown that It would be will¬ 
ing to make a great sacrifice for 
peace.** . 

Mr. Redmond said there was no dif¬ 
ference between the British cabinet and 
the Irish party as regarded the princi¬ 
ple and policy of procedure.
